FEliJUliY AND FOEGERY. 

Day by ddy, as the evidonoo takoii hy 

the BquuttorB* committco ia published, tho 
wisdom of tho govcnimont in rcHisting 
clntina that nro iiuw shown to havo nc 
lo};al oxistouco, and of tho hnuao in aund 
ing thu report back to tlio cotuiuitluo, ii 
bocounnij nioro apparent. Tho develop 
inonta ainoo Monday havo beoii of a start- 
linj^ chiiractor. Thoy involvo chatgOH of 
fortjery, perjury and fraud. Mr. I\Ic- 
Tlornetn — a moat oxomplary ofticial and 
a citizen whose word ia as good as his 
bond — euiphaticnlly swoara that hiH nt- 
testing aignaturo as it appears at tho foot 
of a docuuioiit which purports to convoy 
toonoJ. M. ^i. Spiiika, tho right, title 
and inlorost of two Indiana callod 
"Charley" and "Jim" in curtain lands is 
a forgery. Mr. MoTiornan roniein- 
bors witnoBsiug signatares to a paper; 
but only one Indian (Oharloy) and S. 
Greer instead of .Spinka wore parties 
thereto. Tho papier mdy convoyed tiui 
improvenienta on tho land and not tho 
land. Tliat papor, umroover, was Bmnllor 
than tho one tho acpiattors produced in 
ovidoncn; it was in Cireer's handwriting;, 
(having been written in Mr. McTiernau's 
prosoncu,) and there were no seals at- 
iaclied. 'I'liu allc;^>Hl forj^ed document is 
written on a lialf .slii'ft of fmilsuap in a 
HcUnlarly liaml (wliich (triuir'a ia not) and 
li»8 seals iirlachud. 'I'u d'.'ivo tlio charge 
liDino the wiLncsH fiirtlioi- uwcarn that tho 
lirat docunuint lirought by (ireer propo.siul 
to convey tho land; but ho (witness) ob 
joctod to it, and Oreer wrote aimther 
[japor only coviTin^' the i. provoinOntH. 
ftlr. Mc'riornitii adds that ho ni'vor m\v; 
tlie Indian ".I im ," (hmic^i dead) une uf llio 
alleged ai^jners of the dnenniout before tliu 
conunil.tee, in hia life. "Charley," an In 
dian; tusliliud through an inturprtitor, 
tlmt at tho uryciit request of Greov ho 
wont to Now Wustininator and ait,'nuil a 
paper at IMc'ritirnan'a place; that tho 
papier wu:i al)i)ul imii!-(|U.'.!M.(t ol a alieot of 
fool.scau in si/.o ; tlio writuiij; was in black 
ink, and tlimo wore no spala. The docu- 
ment hefuru i he, cdnniiittoe is in [uirplo 
ink, ia aeali'il, and ciivors one-half a 
foolscap aiieet. "Clmrley" went Oii t.) 
say that ".lim" was at thoiiilot, boint; ton 
sick to ciiino to Now Weatininater, and 
that ho wuH nor. a party to the doeniuunt 
in any inamicr. Witnpss had lived only 
four years on the hind instead of 20 years 
as alleifod bj' tho ulniniants. Only (Sreor, 
McTieriian and wiliieas were proHonl, and 
McTiornaii w itiiciisoil only (ireor'a and 
wilnesa' .Hifjnatnrtis. Such, \w nndorataiul, 
is the aubslanco of the evicionee taken by 
the connnittee. 1 lad it imon taken in a 
court of law it is not too miieh to 
Bay that there would have been a 
case for tho aaaizoa pnipnred ore this. 
The value of the property, which is ini 
nienae, ha.'i nauglit to do with tin; ]>ri!aeiit 
iiKjuiry. Jf it were worth oidy §10 in- 
stead of SnOO.OOO, hail a legal title boon 
ostablialiod the t,'ovei'niiiont would 
not havo been justilicd in refusing a 
Crown grant. Nay, more: If tho claims 
had been just tho house would never havo 
been bothered about thoin. With tlie 
example of Mr. Farwull before their eyes 
tho Hquattora would have gnne iinmed - 
lately to tho .suproiiie court and would 
have won thoir case. From the inception 
of this af{itatiou the proceed iiifjs -of the 
squatters have been of a auspicinua na- 
ture. They havo shunned tho courts ro- 
ligioualy; hut they have haunted the Icf^in- 
lalivo hall and pressed their claiina on the 
attention of honorablo mouibers with a 
pertinacity and industry worthy uf a 
bettor cause. It ia true that a favorable 
report of tho committee and the ondorso- 
ment of that report by tho lioiiao would 
not ^ive tho conapirator.'i the land; but it 
is not often that a <;ovei'nincnt in found 
with aullicieut backbone to reaiat claims 
that might have boon reconintetidod by a 
majority in a house of which threo-fuurtha 
of tho members are supportord of tho 
ministry. That the i^overiiinent havo re- 
sisted ia i^reatly to tlioir credit. i''roin 
tho lir.st we have regarded all tho squat- 
ters' claima to liurrard Inlet property na 
bogus; but wo havo frequently pointed 
out tho proper course for them to pursue, 
viz: to carry thoir case into court on a 
petition of right. Not alonti will the 
miniatry ansotit to a petition of right; 
they will probably a;^i'oo to boar the costa 
of a judicial reforonce. Hut they will 
never be hectored or bullied into acknow 
lodging as juat claima that there is now 
abundant roason for saying have no legal 
foundation — arc basod, in fact, upon per- 
jury and forgery. 



BRITISR TRADE. 

The London Economist published re- 
cently a table ahowini; the value of all the 
goads imported into (iruat Britain durini; 
the year 1884, showing also what the valuo 
of those gouda would be according to the 
prices of tho previous year, and in each 
case whothor iiicreasu or diminution was 
caused by inoreaae or dimiiiutiun of quan- 
tity or of price. In many caaoa ((Uantitios 
(argely increased, and yet owing to the 
great decrease of [U'ice the amounl en- 
tered as the value waa much leaa than in 
tho previous year. Of inanufacturea and 
inateriala foi= niaiiufacturca that were im- 
ported, a considerable quantity was re- 
exported as the following stateniont 
shows;

In tho amount stated as re-exported are 
not included tho vast quantities of raw 
materials which are worked up and ox- 
ported as of Britiah manufacture. On tho 
coat of tho whole of tho imports con- 
sumed in Great Kritain there was a re- 
duction of about ten per cent.

A NEW HAIL WAY. 

A bill to incorporate tho Soniilkameon 
and Thompson Kivor Kailway C-impany ia 
to bo laid before tlio house to-day a/id a 
proposed oiiteiprlao which bears on its 
face every appnaranco of an excellent 
thing for the province, should bo fairly 
considered. Tho company ia com 
of leading buainnss men and capitalists of 
this city and New WostimiiiBtor. The 
capital stock is to ho two million dollara, 
divided into one hundred thousand shares 
of twenty dolbira each. The route of ilio 
proposed line ia from some point on tho 
south branch of the Semilkamooii river to 
the Canadian I'acilic railway at Home 
point near Kaniloops. The country 
through which tho road will pass is rich 
in minerals and coal, tho latter of a kind 
known aa Scnlcli blacksmith coal, and tho 
region ia, in every reapcct, one which 
should invito settlement. .At present it 
ia almost uninhabited; from tho [u-iqiosed 
starting point of tho raihvay tlio nearer.t 
settlor is forty-eight miles to tho rtoiali; 
to the north-wost ia Nicola ai.tly -tinec 
miloH off, and llopoon the l''r.afii)r river is 
sixty-Hevun inili-.'i to the west— the inter- 
vening land being iinoci:upi(.'d. A railway 
making this roKiiui accessible could not 
fail to promote ita settlement. Tliu 
country is well walorcd by tho tributaries 
of Okanagan river and lake, contains a 
largo anioniit of pniirio land; and, from 
all aceouiita, may be cdusideriul one of 
fiiioat portions ol the province. I'ho pro- 
posed road is to he of a uuiforni gan^o of 
four feel, eight inches and a half, and tliu 
act provides that its canatructiou shall be 
commenced on or boforo tho first day of 
July IH.S7, the (inrvey to be commenced 
in .July next.

Mr. Thoo. Duvio moved the second 
reading of the Appellate .Jurisdiction Act, 
and oxplaiuod that its object WM to give 
an iniiiiediato appeal from dociaidiis of a 
ainglo jurlgo in iiitorlociitory prooiuulinga 
ill BuitB »nd in matlora of i-ertioruri, 
luilira.i curjuis, olo.

tho diviaiiiiial court buHitiOHH. I\lr. D.iviu 
went till to explain the iieoeaaity for a 
court of appoal in interlocutory innttera 
and showed that a decision upon an inter- 
locutory point frHi)ueiitly dulonniiiod the 
wliido (|iicsti(iii at iaHiie. 

Mr. Galbrailh said that, if tbo bill in 
trodiiKod was iia-tlio iiitroducor stated, to 
facditiito justice, ho wnubl favor it. llo 
waa glad that it ivould not iiiteifore with 
ailiiiiiiiHtration of juaticeon tho inaiuland. 
Ho thought it a inistako on tho part of 
the Domini. Ill gnviiriiiiiiiiit in taking 
.ludgo Gray to act an a CliinoHo ciniinia 
aioiier, for there woro many noii profea- 
sional man wh.i covild have lillod the 
duties ruiiuired. It had doi)rivod the 
mainland of a judge for the past six 
montbB, and had t;reatly ititerforod with 
tho adminiatratiun of juaticu. Ileruiuaiii- 
land muliibet's were flaking for oxlni 
judgoD, anil it aueuiod unfair that a judge 
should be allowed lo bu absent tor ao 
groat a length of tiniu to the neglnct of 
judicial buainoHB. lio liopod tho goYorii- 
imuit bad repcosonted tho case to tho Do- 
iniiii.iii Hiitiioritioa, so that matters might 
bo roiiiodied. 

Mr. Soniliu also thought that tho ab- 
aonco of a jinlge at tho proaont time was 
an injustice to tho iutnrior, and triiated 
tliat the matter would bn remedied. 

Hon. Mr. Davioaaid tlioro would never 
be a satiofaetory Htato of tliinga rm tho 
mainland until tliore wiirt a ciuiity court 
judge iiyatoin.

Mr. Galbraith said that lie tlnmght that 
we woro a moat uufortutiato province in 
reference tu judicial matlera.

lie again would rofor to tiiu utifortunato

Hon. Mr. Davie eaid in eiplanation 
that this hoUBO had im right to regulate 
tho mnvomoiita nf judges; tho only power 
they h,id waa to sot the times and places 
for thoir sittings. He agreed with the 
hon. mctnhor for Kootonay in his re- 
marks about the abaoncn of a judge and 
thought tho HoMiinioii govoriinioiit had 
no right to duprivo tlioin of his Horvicoa 
when thoy were so much needed. (Uoar, 
hear.)
